Stanley carried unanimously the 
first motion which was to the effect 
that all present agree to support the 
candidate selected. 

R. Hurd in a brief speech nomin- 
ated Harold W. Riley, which was 
‘seconded by Geo. McElroy, where- 
upon Mr. Riley took the platform, 
and in a short address said he would 
be ungrateful if ho did not express. 
his appreciation of the honor bestow 
ed upon hin and said he felt flat- 
tered and complimented on the man 
ner in which his name had _ been 
brought before the convention. How- 
ever, much es he appreciated the 
honor he begged to decline. He had 
represented the Gleichen riding to 
the best of his ability in the past 
two sessions and was more than 
pleased that his offorta were appre- 

clated. 

The present election he said ‘had 
been sprung on the electors too 
quickly, but it’'was the duty of the 
Conservatives to be ready at all 
times and he was much gratified to 
see the rally at this convention. 

However, he had been through 
the three constituencies lately, and 
had found that in North Calgary 
and Gleichen there were plenty of 
good men available,but that in Bow 
Valley the Conservatives were de- 
pending upon him to do the work, 
and he felt it was a case of emer- 
geney.

The most 
heartrending feature of the situation | 
was the pitiable terror of the women 
and children. Many sat uv and sob-| 
bed throughout the nignt, refusing to | 
be relieved, while fathers who missed | 
wives and children cried their griet 
in a nerve-shaking way that strong 
men have of voicing sorrow. There 
was no one to give consolation be- 
cause no one knows or will know for 
several days what the cost in lives 
is. Children are lost, having been | 
parted from their mothers in the tur- | 
moil. Dayton ‘s a lost city; it fi 
completely separated from the rest of 
the world, Its isolation is almost | 
primeval. 

Columbus, Ohio.—Ohio is experienc- | 
ing the worst floods in its history. 
Many estimate that the damage to 
property ‘s the greatest since Gal- 
veston, Texas, was literally swept off! 
the map. 

So appalling and seemingly exag-)| 
gerated were many reports from flood: | 
ed cities and-towzc that they were 
disputed and in many instances wholly | 
disregarded. Later reports from 
these sections, however, many times! 
confirmed what seemed to be wild rv- 
mors. In other cases repo... proved 
not to be correct. The various news| 
agencies of the state are working un- 
der great difficulties in securing accur- 
ate report because of crippled wires.

CANADA PARTY TO JAPANESE 
TREATY 


Promier Will Introduce Bill Making 
Exceptions to Terms with Great 

Britain } 

Ottawa,—The government has de-| 


cided that Canada shall become a 
| party to the treaty between Great 
| Britain and Japan, which was con- 


cluded in 1911. It is termed a treaty 
of commerce and-navigation, and was | 
entered into on the understanding 
that it should not apply to any of the} 
British Dominions except such as 
should within two years signify their | 
adhesion to it. The two years will! 
expire on April 3 and the prime min- 
ister has ,iven notice of the introduc: | 
tion of a bill in the commons giving, 
Canada’s adhesion to the treaty, Ia! 
helef, the British treaty places the 
subjects of either power upon terms 
of equality wit native subiects inj 
both countries a. regards right — of} 
travel, residence, commerce, posses-| 
sion of property, immunity from ex: | 
tra taxation and reciprocal freedom of | 
trade and commerce, It also pro-| 
| vides that articles the produce of man-} 
ufacture of either country shall not 
be subjected tO higher duties other 
than levied upon similar articles from, 
other foreign countries. And further 
that there shall be reciprocal freedom 
of shipping, except as regards coast- 
ing trade. 

The Dominion Act, however, will 
make provision that nothing in the 
treaty shall affect the terms of the} 
Canadian Immigration Act. Another | 
exception is ‘iat the section of the 
British treaty providing for recipro- 
city in certain articles shall not ap- 
ply to this country. Under this art-} 
icle of the troaty raw silks, copper, 
lacquered ware and other products of 
Japan are admitted free into the 
United Kingdom.

It is restful to see Isaac dwelling by 
the well Lahai-roi, the well of Him 
that liveth and seeth me (xxv, 11; 
xvi, 14, margin). He was forty years 
old when he married Rebekah, and he 
was sixty when the twins Jacob and 
Esau were born It forebodes trou- 
ble to read that Isaac loved Esau, but 
Rebekah loved Jacob (xxv, 26-28), and 
the reason given for Isaac's love for 
Esau does sound very eartily. 

Futures were not any more real to 
Esau than they are to multitudes to- 
day. A mess of pottage was more to 
him as a hungry man than his birth- 
right (xxv, 29-34), and for this he is 
spoken of as a profane person, or, ac- 
cording to Weymouth, ungodly (Heb. 
16). Think of the profanity 
bounding everywhere because the god 
of this world is blinding so many 
eyes to the realities of the future king- 
dom and glory. 

In chapter xxvi we read of Isaac's 
failure on the same line on which his 
father had failed twice, in calling his 
wife his sister to save his own life 
(Gen, xii and xx). In xxvi, 4, we 
have the star promise confirmed to 
Isaac, and in verses 12-16 we see h 
greatly the Lord blessed him and how 
very rich the blessing of th Lord 
makes one, 

A beautiful incident is related in 
verses 17 to 33 as to how yielding in- 
stead of strife makes manifest the 
life of Christ in us. The Philistines 
had filled up some of Abraham's wells, 
Isaac reopened one, and then they 
claimed ‘it as theirs, and he let them 
h. ve it, When he reopened another 
a third for some reason they did not . 
strive for that. Later they came 
to him to make a covenant with him 
and gave as their reason fc desiring 
it. “We saw certainly that the 
Lord was with thee” (verse 28). Had 
he contended with them and Insisted 
on keeping the wells, which would 
have been quite right in the eyes of 
the world, they would have seen Isaac 
and not the Lord, but he had learned 
the lesson of rather taking wrong and 
suffering !imself to be defrauded (1 
Cor. vi, 7). It is most interesting to 
note that the sime day his servants 
in digging a wel! found water (xxvi, 
32). 

It is indeed sad to have to turn 
from such a beautiful incident to the 
lesson for today, which is a record of 
awful deceit and lying and, worst of 
all, a mother putting her son up to It 
and calling down the consequences 
upon her own head (xxvii, 13).

Mr. Kogene Sly df Strathmore 
then moved the nomination ef Mr. 
Henry Sorensva, which was second- 
ed by H. Vicary. Mr. Sly stated he 
wiehed to be explicit end have it 
understood that in case Mr. Soren- 
sen did uot receive the nomination 
of this convention it wae the intent- 
ion of the Farmers’ Union to cal) a 
big conventivo and have bim run 
as av independent candidate.. Nat- 
urally Mr. Sly’s remarke created 
much discussion and many spoke, 
the trend of the argument being 
that Mr. Sorenseuand bis friends 
should not kave attended the con- 
vention unless they were prepared 
to abide by thechaice of the cen- 
vention. 

My. MoArtbur epeaking said that 
eo fur ua he wae copcernerned he 
would ablde by the deagion of the 
convention and if Mr. Gbreneen was 
the choice he would spend as much 
time and work just 9a bard for Mr. 
Borensen us Le would if be happen- 
ed to be fortunate enough to “be ae- 
lected, 

Mr. Sorengen aid be was in the 
hands of the Barmers’ Union, that 
he did net pretend te be a politician 
and that as he understood the situ- 
ation would withdyaw. 

N. N. Hayes said that while be 
Was a strong supporter of Mr. Sor- 
epson he bad come from Gleichen 
pledged to suppert Mr. MeArthur 
on the first yote as he bad gone to a 
primary with the Qleichen Liberals 
and the majority of those pregent at 
the primary had placed that conf- 
dence in bim and he intended to 
garry out the acnfidence placed in

Tie and again Mr. Sorensen ea- 
deavored to explain hiumelf more 
fally and finally it wns moved that 
4 receas of fifteen minutes be alluw- 
ed. After which Nr. Sorensen 
stated that while he would not pledge 
himwelf to support any party he 
would withdraw from the contest 
eatirely at this time. 

Mr. McArthur chen beiug the 
only nominee the chairmau announ- 
ced him the choive of the convent- 
ion aud upon motion bis candidat- 
ure was made unanimous and the 
chairman called upon him to speak. 

Mr. McArthur thanked the con- 
vention for the honor they had con- 
ferred on him. They did not 
knew how much he appreciated it. 
They had conferred an honor on 
him which any man should feel 
proud of, not only because of the 
position they had asked him to fill, 
not only because of himeelf, but for 
the government, which had done so 
much for the country. He believed 
that they had in Hon. A. L. Sifton 
a man whose object was the better- 
ing of the lot of the farmers of this 
province. He had had several con- 
versationg with the Premier since 
last election, and he believed his 
whole aim and ambition was te 
make this provinee the banner 
province of the whole Dominion, 
Their legislation showed that they 
were a government for the people. 
They had extended the telephone 
system as rapidly as possible. [t 
took an immense amouat of 
money to furnish funds for these 
utilities, but the government had 
provided the money. 

One thing his nominater said was 
not correct—that he was a wealthy 
men, He was not, though his late 
brother had been, but he was will- 
ing to give eut of his means for the 
support of the Siftorn administration 
He thanked them again for nomina- 
ting him.

Mr. MeArthur replied be would 
eeartuinly support the bill if he us 
derstoot it rigitt He understood 
that the elevators ware the property 
of the farmers of the country aad 
the mouey loaned by the govern- 
taent was to be paid back. As he 
had been away in Ontario for the 
past tea days he had not opportun- 
ity to read the bill closely. He cer 
tainly thought it was time the farm- 
ere were protected from the elevator 
sharks. 

Mr. Hayes second question was 
te the effect that as the Govern- 
ment had asked the people to sub- 
scribe 20 per cent. of the cost of 
these elevators, would the candi- 
date bein favor of decreasing this 
amount to, say, 15 per cent? 

Mr. McArthur answer that in his 
epinion the Government should ad- 
vance 90 per cent. of the total cost, 
so long as the people as a whol- 
were properly protected. 

Mr. Hayes third and last ques 
tion way if the candidate was in 
favor of woman suffrage in Al- 
berta. 

Mr. McArthur said his best au- 
awer to that would be to invita the 
questioner to spend an evening in 
his home when the suffrage ques- 
tion was under discussion 
(laughter).
